Mayor Harvey challenges 
river report 


Mayor Ron Harvey chal- 
lenged an Alberta Environ- 
ment study on the **mech- 
anics”’ of the Sturgeon River 
basin at the committee of the 
whole meeting at St. Albert 
council Monday night. 

The study is aimed at 
solving possible flooding 
problems in St. Albert. 

Alberta Environment pl- 
anner Dave Barton gave the 
committee of the whole the 
guts of an interim report on 
the Sturgeon River basin, 
and at the end of it all Mayor 
Harvey poured on a little cold 
water. 

Referring to a recent 
conference he had attended 
on how rivers should be 
handled, Mayor Harvey said 
rivers should never be inter- 
fered with, they should be 
allowed to meander. He felt 
that interference by diking 
and other methods caused 
more trouble than it sought 
to avoid. 

Alderman Liesbeth Bakker 
wondered ifthe report was 
not a bit idealistic on whether 
St. Albert could not allow any 
development upstream, ‘‘as 
the city has consistently 
opposed anything going on 
the river banks."’ 

Earlier Mayor Harvey ask- 
ed Environment officials if 
any compensation was forth- 
coming for the 1974 flood 
which St. Albert and the 
surrounding agricultural ar- 
eas experienced. Mr. Barton 


said he could give no specific 
answer to that question, 

Mavor Harvey seemed 
justified in his stance against 
the report. Environment 
planner Mr. Barton threw 
out some horrendously high 
costs, the price for avoiding a 
one in 100 year flood, 
something which may never 
occur in a St. Albert resi- 
dent's lifetime. 

Mr. Barton pointed out it 
would cost $70 million to 
build a flood diversion 
system round St.Albert and 
even he cast a doubt on the 
economic value of such ex- 
pense. 

He also pointed out that it 
would cost $19 million to gain 
enough slope on local river 
banks to offset a 1 in 100 year 
flood. 

To gain a 10 percent 
reduction in flood damage 
potential would cost $4.5 
million to build the necessary 
reservoir. 

For the record, committee 
of the whole moved receipt of 
the report and in a second 
motion it was moved that city 
staff Rather comments on it 
and pass them on to the 


Depertment of the Environ- _ 


ment, 

Conclusions in the report 
are that St. Albert and the 
Department of the Environ- 
ment co-operate in flood 
plain management below the 
2145 foot contour, and that 
both bodies should co-op- 


erate to reduce agricultural 
flooding. 

There was also a re- 
commendation that there 
should not be an increase of 
effluent in the river system. 
This would not be permitted 
because of the present water 
quality. 

A few interesting statistics 
emerge in the study, When 
Big Lake is at its low level it 
is only one square mile, 
while in the 1974 flood it 
grew to the phenomenal size 
of 10 square miles. The study 
revealed that 500 cubic feet 
per second is the flood 
capacity flow through St. 
Albeft.

‘‘Whereas the development 
of the downtown area, (as 
being that area enclosed by 
Sir Winston Churchill Ave- 
nue from the south, St. Anne 
Street on the west, the 
Sturgeon River on the north 
and Highway Two on the 
east) is considered to be one 
of the major objectives by 
way of that goal of a socially, 
aesthetically and economic- 
ally healthy City of St. Albert 
can be attached; now be it 
resolved that the administra- 
tive committee of council 
forthwith convenes to re- 
commend to council within 
three months of the passage 
of this motion a policy that - 
1) Determines the financial 
basis on which the city, 
acting as the public body on 
behalf of its present and 
future ratepayers, on one 
hand, and the private sector 


on the other, is to negotiate 
the development of this area 
of the city as the major 
property owner. 2) Regulate 
the procedures to be followed 
by the city and by an 
applicant interested in build- 
ing and or developing in this 
downtown area."’ 

The notice of motion will 
be on the agenda for the next 
council meeting, according to 
city administrator Bob Byr- 


on. 
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Mail boxes vandalized at 
Emery’s Pipe Shop 


The mail boxes outside 
Emery’s Pipe Shop on 
Grandin Mall have been 
broken into on each of the 
last three weekends. Both 
are designed to accommo- 
date parcels, with wide 
openings, so that a vandal or 
thief can reach inside and 
take out mail when the boxes 
are half full or better. Some- 
times the box is tipped on its 
side and then all the mail can 
be removed. This situation 
has been corrected by way of 
Mr. Belke of Emery’s arr- 
anging himself to have them 
cemented down on Tuesday, 
but he feels the post office 
people should see this is 
done in all cases. 

About two weeks ago a 
customer had mailed invita- 
tions to a wedding anni- 
versary. The box was broken 
into and the mail was 
scattered all over Sir Win- 
ston Churchill Avenue, in- 
cluding the invitations. 

About the same time a St. 
Albert woman told the 
Gazette about a similar 
break-in, which she just 
happened to learn about, so 
was able to stop payment on 
a cheque she had mailed. 
The woman then telephoned 
the main post office in St. 
Albert to ask if such 
break-ins were well public- 
ized, so that people can 
protect themselves, espe- 
cially where very important 
mail is involved. The post- 
master informed her that 
they don't want break-ins 


publicized. 

The Gazette contacted the 
Director of the Alberta Postal 
District and was informed 
that they usually try to piece 
stich mail together, and if 
there is any way to getitto 
the addressee this is done. 
Break-ins occur so often said 
the post office district office 
that it would be impossible to 
announce each one. They 
feel there is really ‘‘no 
point’’ in publicizing break- 
ins. People don’t remember 
times of posting and with 
several letter box clearances 
a day, announcements, 
“really wouldn't help.” 

On Monday the Gazette 
interviewed Sgt. Wilf Rein- 
bold, security officer for the 
Alberta Division, Canada 
Post Office, who said that the 


crime is an indictable off- 
ence, and is punishable with 
a sentence up to 10 years of 
imprisonment. 

Personnel from the Post 
Office are advised of break- 
ins and as much of the torn 
mail as possible is gathered 
up and taken to the main 
Post Office in Edmonton, for 
sorting as well as can be 
done. If return addresses are 
on the pieces, or other 
identification, the people in- 
volved are informed of what 
happened. 

Following the weekend 
break-in which has been 
pinpointed to Sunday night, 
the torn mail was taken in to 
Edmonton Monday, but on 
Tuesday Mr. Belke found yet 
another bunch in the ravine 
area behind the mall.

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NEW LIFE FOR THE DOWNTOWN CORE? 
St. Albert's on again, off again downtown core develop- 
mentis due for a serious second look if actionis takenon 
Alderman Bakker’s notice of motion to come before 
council next Monday night. 


In 1976 the former council unveiled a $30 million 
conceptual plan for the downtown core as envisaged by 
the architectural firm they commissioned to do the 
design, Bittorf-Holland-Christianson. The unveiling 
took place amid a great fanfare of publicity generated 
by city hall on the grandiose plan. Newspapers, radio 
waves and television were full of the proposed new 
image for St. Albert. And that was the end of it. 


No developers came forward to put in the theatres, 
restaurants, shopping facilities and high rises, and to 
date only a provincial court house has been 
attracted. Meanwhile the taxpayers have absorbed 
and continue to absorb a hefty tax bite for monthly 
interest payments on money borrowed to purchase 
the land at high prices. An effort was made to hold 
back other development so as to get the downtown 
done first, before other large shopping centres would 
be allowed to proceed. 


However when Abacus and the Bay made a proposal 
to council to build a shopping centre on St. Albert 
Trail a few months later, policy changed quickly. The 
downtown conceptual plan got the axe. There is, 
however, no reason that other shopping centres 
should not go ahead as proposed, and the downtown 
as well. What is required is a practical approach to 
the downtown development, with provision for off- 
street parking which has been needed for many 
years. Imperial Lumber had plans for expansion, not 
grand enough for the Plan, but if the firm is still 
interested their ideas could be heard. A theatre chain 
was also interested in St. Albert and many residents 
have expressed interest in a first class high rise 
apartment building. 


Planning for viable development and concentrated 
effort to attract more modest components could 
make the downtown the heart of St. Albert and 
provide many needed services. 


It is to be hoped that Alderman Bakker’'s motion will 
receive the serious consideration by council that it 
deserves, and undoubtedly the other new members 
will have some good approaches to the problem.

The patients from the Middle East get the finest treatment 
money can buy and help to build up a health industry which 
earns millions of dollars for Britain. 


Today the halls of the Harley Street Clinic, the Welbek Street 
Nursing Home, Princess Grace’s Clinic and Wellington 
Hospital echo to the sound of Arabic voices. 


The swish of desert robes has replaced the sobreity of English 
twin-sets and pearls and pinstriped suits. Dishes like rice and 
spiced lamb have replaced traditional British fare. 


Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, the United Arab Emirates and Qatar 
send a total of nearly 20,000 people a year to London for 
medical treatment ranging from major open heart surgery to 
mental illness. 


Nearly 80 percent of the Harley Street Clinic's patients are 
Middle Eastern. ‘Most of the patients are brought here by their 
embassies which also pay their bills,”’ said Dr. Balfour-Lynn, 
chairman of the clinic.

The cost of bringing their 
nationals here for treatment runs into several million dollars. 
“The cost of one case of major heart surgery, including fees for 
consultants, nurses and intensive care would be around 
$11,000, Balfour—Lynn said,

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The implications of this 
sort of communications 
break-through are staggering. 
Besides signalling the begin- 
ning of the end for the Post 
Office, virtually all business 
travel will become obsolete.

Industrial empires — think 
of the effect on the auto in- 
dustry or hotels or airlines — 
will tumble. New fortunes 
will be earned overnight; ima- 
gine the profits to be earned 
from a wrist telephone, for 
instance. 

Cities could be bankrupt- 
ed as workers move far away 
from their “offices”. On the 
other hand, if they can sur- 
vive the loss of assessment, 
cities would also become 
more humane, free of depen- 
dence on the automobile. 

The rural areas will be de- 
luged by demand for serviced 
residential land. In the short 
run, it will be impossible 
to provide enough serviced 
land. But, in the long run, 
rural Canada will cease to be 
the poor relation of urban 
Canada. 

Entrepreneurs will find 
the rapid changes exhilarat- 
ing; hidebound traditional- 
ists will be staggered. The 
next generation of dominant 
business leaders will be those 
who accurately predict the 
changes and act accordingly. 

But, above all, the changes 
will drive home one point 
which is so often overlooked 
in our society: politicians do 
not create change; rather, 
they are controlled by chan- 
ges beyond their grasp. The 
fortunes of our cities will not 


be affected by the actions of 


the urban political leaders. 
The future is coming. Like 
it or not.

Parliament has decided that the qualification 
time should be longer everywhere, and that 
people who live in areas of high unemployment 
should be given certain advantages over those 
who live in areas where jobs are more plentiful. 

Which means that you now need more 
insurable work weeks to qualify for 
Unemployment Insurance benefits. 


“T ean see why. But just 
how long would I have to work to 
be eligible?” 


From 10 to 14 weeks, depending on where 
you live. 

In regions of low unemployment, claimants 
need up to 14 weeks of insurable employment to 
get UI benefits. This will only happen in places 
where it’s easier to get and keep a job. 

In regions of high unemployment, claimants 
now need as little as 10 weeks to qualify. 


“Does this mean 
I'd get less or that the payments 
wouldn’t last as long?” 


No change in payment amounts. The UI 
benefit rate stays at two-thirds of your average 
weekly insurable earnings. 

The maximum is $147, less tax. 

The maximum time for which anyone may 
receive benefits has changed slightly, however. 
The old maximum was 51 weeks. Now it’s 50 weeks. 

But since September 11, the total 
number of weeks for which a claimant qualifies 
has more closely reflected the unemployment rate 
in his or her region. 

Right now, we measure unemployment by 
dividing Canada into 16 economic regions.

A conference, now being 
organized by the University 
of Alberta Faculty of Physical 
Education and Recreation 
andthe Canadian Associa- 
tion of Health, Physical 
Education and Recreation, 
will bring experts on sport 
and recreation to Edmonton 
next summer. 

The Sixth Commonwealth 
Conference on Sport, Phys- 
ical Education and Recrea- 
tion, now being organized, is 
to be held July 31 and 
August 1 and 2, immediately 
prior to the Xl Common- 
wealth Games.

Every Air Cadet Squadron is required to have a civilian 
sponsoring committee and the St. Albert (Supper) Lions 
have performed this function for #533 Squadron for the 
past 20 years. In that period the Lions budget for Air 
Cadets has climbed from a few hundred dollars to 
approximately $6,500 in the current year. 

Funds are raised from a variety of projects: peanut sales, 
telephone directory deliveries, poppy sales, Hawaiian ticket 
sales, donations from the Club and grants from the 
Department of National Defence. All this money is spent 
directly on the cadets, by purchasing and repairing band 
instruments, providing training aids and equipment, and by 
arranging trips to various camps and training centres. 

The cadet year runs from July Ist to June 30th and a 
highlight for the Lions and the Squadron last year was the 
attendance of the #533 Squadron's band and colour party 
at the Lions mid-winter conference, hosted by the St 
Albert Lions. The cadets presented the colours and 
marched in the head table before a crowd of 1200 people, 
who responded with a standing ovation. 

Speaking at the presentation ceremonies last Thursday 
evening sponsoring Lions Chairman, Don Parkin, stated 
that in the past six years a total of 50 cadets from the St. 
Albert Squadron received scholarships, broken down as 
follows: 

Nine cadets won scholarships to the Senior Leader's 
Course at CFB Cold Lake, Alberta. Six won scholarships 
to the Technical Training Course as CFB Borden, 
Manitoba; 12 cadets earned scholarships to the Glider 
Flying course at CFN Rivers, Manitoba; and 10 to the 
Powered Flying Course at CFB Namao. Six went to the 
Ground Search and Survival Course at CFB Namao, and 
five to the Athletic Leadership Course at CFB Borden. 
Two cadets earned scholarships to the Overseas Exchange 
in Great Britain, 

This is an enviable record and both the cadets and their 
military and civilian instructors have put into the squadron 
that kind of extra effort, enthusiasm and dedication that has 
resulted in such a proud history for #533 over the years.

The squadron band was 
te-organized in 1967 as a 
Centennial project and act- 
ively participated in numer- 
ous town and district par- 
ades. 

Roy Hart continued as 
commanding officer from 
February, 1958 until Sept- 
ember 1968, when he was 


succeeded by Captain Marcel 
Bergevin, and in 1969 the St. 
Albert Squadron was awar- 
ded the Top Squadron in 
Alberta trophy. Captain Les

Three innovations were 
made in 1971.

band was put on a five-year 
program to upgrade instru- 
ments, through the assis- 
tance of the Lions Club 

Also in that year publi 
cation of an annual news 
paper was begun, called the 
Sabre and distributed to all 
households in St. Albert, and 
to other squadrons. 


Female cadets were fully 
integrated into all activities 
of the squadron and from 
1971 on have competed in all 
courses, scholarships and 
training onan equal basis, 
excelling in a variety of 
them 

For each air cadet squad 
ron the moment of truth 
comes once each spring with 
the annual inspection. This is 
an extremely thorough going 
over of aspect of 
squadron activity by officers 
of the Canadian Armed 
Forces and the Air Cadet 
League, after which the 
squadron is given an effi 
ciency rating. 

Over the past six years 
#533 placed first three times

The unprecedented sweep 
of awards won by St. Albert 
Royal Canadian Air Cadet 
Squadron culminating in the 
Top Squadron in Canada 
Trophy this year indicates an 
exceptional training program 
which challenges the young 
men and women and is 
geared to their personal 
goals and objectives. 

The history of the squad- 
ron shows that training 
programs have been steadily 
expanded and revised since 
1958. The cadet movement 
accepts boys and girls from 
ages 13 to 19, and early in 
1972 the officers and in- 
Structors discovered that 


some of the older cadets 
were becoming disinterest- 
ed. Discussions with these 
cadets showed leadership 
qualities in many cases, and 
that more attentioa should be 
paid to training designed to 
bring out the differing drives 
of individual cadets. Older 
cadets were put into jobs as 
instructors or assistants in 
various offices. 

The following year Career 
Planning was implemented 
with the object of fitting the 
training young people re- 
ceive over five or six years as 
cadets into directions geared 
to their career plans. A 
career counsellor assists

cadets to choose their cour- 
ses, activities, camps and so 
on, to achieve the training 
best suited to his long term 
plans.

A new basic training 
manual was developed to 
simplify career planning and 
the squadron has been well 
pleased with the results of 
this program over four years.

Everyone can help bake a gingerbread house 


The smell of gingerbread in the air portends of good things > 
to come for Christmas. 

Someone is making a gingerbread house and perhaps lucky 
children are helping mix the dough, beat the frosting, or cut out 
the pieces of the house. Any extra dough can be used to cut 
gingerbread men for tree decorations or just eating. 

Pattern is made by drawing lines an inch apart with a ruler 
and copying the pattern below a square at a time, on a larger 
scale. 


GINGERBREAD DOUGH 
5% cups sifted all-purpose flour 
1 tsp. baking soda 
1 tsp. salt 
3 tsp. ground cinnamon 
2 tsp. ground ginger 
2 tsp. ground clove 
tsp. ground nutmeg 
cup shortening 
cup sugar 
cup molasses 
egg & %4 cups of water 


Sift the first seven ingredients on to waxed paper. 

Beat shortening and sugar until fluffy, beat in molasses and 
egg and water. Add flour mixture to make stiff dough and chill 
overnight so it’s firm for rolling. 

The dough is ready, so roll % of it to % inch thickness on a 
flour sprinkled piece of aluminum foil over a cookie sheet. Fit 
as many paper pattern pieces on the dough as you can with 4 
inch between them and cut with a sharp knife, carefully 
removing trims to save for re-rolls. Rock candy chunks 
(lifesavers make nicer windows) can be pressed into windows 
to make winter panes. Y 

Bake in a slow oven (300 degrees) for about 20 minutes 
(cookies should feel firm). Edges that are not straight can be 
trimmed while the pieces are still warm. Cool on the cookie 
sheet for five minutes and then slide off the foil and cool 
completely. 

Sugar mortar is made by spreading one cup of sugar in a 


heavy little skillet and heating slowly until sugar melts and 
begins to turn pale gold in colour, Use is right away. 

Dip the edges of the cool pieces into the mortar and press 
together as in the diagram. If the cookie piece should break, 
stick it back together with the mortar. 

For the frosting beat two egg whites with a teaspoon of lemon 
juice until their foamy. Slowly beat in 3% cups of sifted icing

taken and he settled closer to 
Namao., Frank was a part 
owner in the mill built by 
Father Lacombe and used to 
help the priests in St. Albert 
Mission.

ON FITNESS: FACTS AND FALLACIES 


Recreation Program Supervisor 

1, Fitness can be stored. (Only for a few days for most 
people). You know the Participaction commercial with the 
judge asking someones body if it can remember exercising 
recently and it answers I don’t know, I don’t know! After 
48 hours your body starts losing its memory. 

2. Exercise machines and equipment can make one fit. 
(Only if it requires significant effort on your part to make 
them work). 

3. Exercising certain muscles or using a vibrator belt or 
a massage, will remove fat from that area (no scientific 
evidence supports this widely held notion). 

4. Slim people are more fit than those who are 
overweight. (A partial truth), but there are exceptions of 
course, such as; a chubby super heavy—weight weight lifter 
does possess more components of fitness than an under— 
nourished aborigine (a _ ridiculous comparison, but 
nevertheless it illustrates that weight alone is not a fitness 
determinant). In other words do not use appearance alone 
in assessing fitness, 

5. Sauna and steam baths improve fitness and promote 
weight loss. (Most people will feel better, probably from 
increased surface circulation and temporary clearance of 
the respiratory tract but scientific studies have failed to 
support many claims ascribed to these. In fact, any 
apparent weight loss is due to temporary fluid loss through 
perspiration). 

6. “I’ve been smoking for 20 years and not have had 
time to stay fit, now it’s too late to start an exercise 
program.” (Fortunately, it’s almost never too late to reverse 
our bad habits. No one is too old to begin a program of 
regular physical activity providing the transition is done 
slowly, with care and in some cases medical advice). 

There are no pat answers to finding a suitable fitness 
program, as each and everybodys circumstances are 
different. Just remember to investigate before you invest, to 
ensure you do not get turned off about getting fit.

Local MDs get Heritage 
Fund benefits 


About half of the $2.5 
million allocated this year for 
land reclamation from the 
Heritage Savings Trust Fund 
is being invested by villages, 
towns and other municipal 
governments, Environment 
Minister Dave Russell said 
December 9. " 

The environment depart- 
ment and municipal govern- 
ments now are involved in 
several dozen joint reclama- 
tion projects. 

Many of the projects 
involve lands that were 
mined for coal and aban- 
doned before 1973 when the 
Land Surface Conservation 
and Reclamation Act was 
passed. Since then, the 
companies which mined land 
have been required to 
reclaim it to government 
stanards, which usually re- 
quire the land to be as 
productive as before mining. 

Abandoned coal mined 
lands are being reclaimed 
near Cardiff, for the MD of 
Sturgeon, and Grassy Lake 
for recreational, agricultural, 
and industrial uses. Derelict 
lands and steep-banked pits 
are being cleared of hazards 
and converted to productive 
use. 

In other parts of the 
province, including the Cr- 
owsnest Pass, Mannville, 
Tilley, Airdrie, Mayerthorpe, 
Legal, and Leduc, aban- 
@oned land fill sites are being 
backfilled, contoured and 
seeded, primarily for agri- 
cultural or recreational uses. 

Abandoned sewage lago- 
ons are being reclaimed at 
Lacombe, Castor, Cold Lake, 
Bruderheim, Lamont and 
Sedgewick. These lagoons 
are no longer sufficient to 
meet their growing com- 
munities’ needs, and have 
been replaced ,by larger 
facilities, 

Several other municipal 
sovernments such as Oyen, 
Redeliff, Black Diamond and 
Lethbridge are having their 
derelict lands--such as bor- 
Tow pits or former industrial 
Sites--reclaimed for recrea- 
“ional and agricultural pur- 
poses, 

“The total expenditure is 
not very great, but each 
dollar expended is an invest- 
ment in Alberta's future, and 
that is why it is so fitting that 
itis funded by the Heritage 
Saving's Trust Fund."’ said 
Mr. Russell, 

It's also a good example 
of the provincial government 


co-operating with municipal 
governments, as many of 
these projects originate with 
them."’ 

In Legal an abandoned 
garage dump was reclaimed 
and will be used for agricul- 
tural purposes. Car bodies on 
the site were crushed and the 
area was contoured, Cost 
was $17,870. 

In the MD of Sturgeon 
abandoned underground and 
strip mines such as those at 
Cardiff have been reclaimed 
for recreational use. The 
province provided $52,000 
for land clearing and seeding 
for land clearing and seed- 
ing. Alberta Environment 
also levelled the land and the 
soil was prepared for seeding 
at an additional cost of 
$84,700. The reclamation 
part of the project is 
complete. 

The Department of Trans- 
portation will be reclaiming 
numerous abandoned gravel 
pits at a total cost of $350,000 
while the Department of 
Recreation, Parks and Wild- 
life is reclaiming 13 sites 
including sites in the Lesser 


Slave Lake, Calling Lake, 
Vermilion, and Winagimi 
Provincial Parks as well as in 
the Kananaskis Valley and 
headwaters of the Red Deer 
and Panther Rivers at a cost 
of $75,000. 

Nearly $800,000 is being 
used by the Department of 
Environment for the pur- 
chase and relamation of 
abandoned and derelict lands 
as special projects. Hazar- 
dous coal shafts in the 
Crowsnest Pass and Cham- 
pion areas are being sealed. 
Coal waste piles in the 
Bellevue and Blairmore area 
will be reclaimed during 
1978-79 to provide the 
right-of-way for the reloca- 
tion of Highway 3 and to 
improve the landscape. 

He emphasized that mu- 
nicipal governments will 
again be contacted for sites 
to be reclaimed during 1978. 
Interested citizens should 
contact their councils of their 
M.L.A. to suggest additional 
sites on publicly owned lands 
or lands that should be 
purchased by the govern- 
ment. 


Calahoo arena faces closure 


The Gazette learned this 
week from MLA Ernie 
Jamison that the West 
Sturgeon Agricultural So- 
ciety have been issued a 
directive by the Provincial 
Government, Department of 


Agriculture, to bring their 
financial affairs into order 
with their creditors or be 
faced with a foreclosure. 


In a letter from the 
Provincial Government, to 
the president of the West 
Sturgeon Agricultural Soc- 
iety on November 24, 1977, 


the Department indicated) 
that the Society had not been| 
meeting its financial obliga- 
tions. The letter goes on to 
say that the Society has been 
offered the opportunity to 
present a proposal of how 
they intend to meet their 
commitments. 

Ifa satisfactory proposal is 
not received by the De- 
partment of Agriculture on or 
before December 31, then 
foreclosure action will be 
taken. 


Wheat resolutions proposed 


Members at the Alberta 
Wheat Pool annual meeting 
registered objection to a 
suggestion by the Canadian 
Grain Commission that top 
grade wheat be allowed to be 
sold as feed grain. A 
resolution passed Friday, 
December 2, stated that the 
meeting go on record oppos- 
ing the suggestion that #1 
and #2 CW Hard Red Spring 
Wheat should be permitted 
to be delivered into the 
elevator system under the 


open market, : 
Another resolution went 


further and requested that 
feed wheat be removed from 
the open market and placed 
under jurisdiction of the 
Canadian Wheat Board. This 
resolution has to do with the 
practice of substituting gr- 
ades by some handlers which 
buy grain from the farmer at 
a lower grade and sell it later 
at a higher grade and price. 

A third resolution called 
for establishment of a sep- 
arate pool for durum wheat 
handled by the Canadian 
Wheat Board.

But Friday, December 9 
Superintendent of the Stur- 
geon School Division Frank 
Robinson suggested it was 
too late to go back on the 
opening. 

The opening went ahead 
and there was a_ marked 
reduction in the number of 
people who might have 
turned out to the facility's 
opening. 

Monday, Assistant Super- 
intendent of the Sturgeon 
School Division Walter 
Heppler said, ‘So did anoth- 


er 1,000 people not get 
there,"’ commenting on the 
400-500 brave souls who 
did make it to the school 
Opening. 

Mr. Heppler was not sure’ 
on how many people made it to 
the open day at the school on 
the afternoon of December 10, 
when the temperature was still 
very low. 

However, at the opening, 
the joint dedication service 
was held. It was performed 
by United Church Minister 
Reverend H. Black from 
Namao, and Father H. 
Roche who looks after the 
Calahoo, Villeneuve and Ri- 
viere Qui Barre areas. 

Also at the opening were

ium, 

As Alan McDonell, Chair- 
man of the Morinville Mu 
nicipal Seed Cleaning Co-op 
Limited commenced the 
opening ceremonies he re- 
marked, ‘‘Don’t expect too 
much for refreshments we 
are pretty hard up now."’ 
(Refreshments and coffee 
were served at the Morinville 
recreation center just after 
the opening). 

Morinville parish priest 
Rey. G.H. Primeau called on 
the blessing of the Almighty 
for the success of the seed 
cleaning plant. He said if the 
plant had any seed it would 
depend on God for success. 
He asked that the plant be 
fruitful and prayed it ‘‘be 
protected from accidents."’ 

After Mr. Crozier cut the 
ribbon, Manager of the seed 
cleaning plant Bud McGillis 
gave it a test run, setting the 
machinery in motion, 

The new plant, about nine 
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months in completion, takes 
over from the old plant just 
down the tracks, which was 
built in 1949, 

The new plant will serve 
grain farmers in the MD of 
Sturgeon.

This week Federal Agri- 
culture Minister Eugene 
Whelan and I announced a 
joint program to assist cattle 
producers in the southern 
portion of the Province. The 
extreme drought conditions 
throughout the spring and 
summer of 1977 severely 
restricted forage production. 
The main object of the joint 
program is to assist cattle 
producers by defraying some 
of the costs of transportation, 
and to assist farmers in 
northern areas in moving 
surplus forage. Bringing 
feed into the area from other 
parts of the Province should 
prevent a reduction in 
livestock numbers and also 
give farm operators an 
opportunity to reclaim over- 
grazed ranges and pastures. 

The new program is more 
specific than past programs, 
in that it will apply to farmers 
and ranchers in the area 
south of Highway #1 from 
Calgary to Banff and east of 
Highway #2 from Calgary to 
Lacombe. The northern 
boundary of the area will be 
Highway #12 from Lacombe 
to Saskatchewan border. 
These boundaries encompass 
the area most severely 
affected by drought condi- 
tions. 

For farm operators to 
qualify for assistance, it will 
be necessary for them to 
transport hay from areas 
north or west of these 
boundaries. Assistance will 
be available to a maximum of 
$2,000 for moving of forage 
(hay or straw in loose bales 
or processed form or silage). 
The basis for calculation will 
be as follows: 

a) no assistance for the 
first SO miles, 

b) 10¢ per ton per mile for 
the next 100 miles, 

c) 8¢ per ton per mile for 
distances of more than 150

d) S¢ per ton per mile to a 
maximum of $15 per ton for 
processed fodder (cubes or 
pellets) moved in excess of 
50 miles. 

As in previous programs, 
it will be necessary for the 
local Municipal Governments 
to contact our office to 
request participation in the 
program. Upon such request 
and approval, the program 
will be instituted and made 
retroactive to July 1, 1977, to 
accomodate those individuals 
who have already transpor- 
ted forage. All applications 
will be available for comple- 


ton 


tion at District Offices of the 
Alberta Hail and Crop 
Insurance Corporation. The 
expiry date for the program 
will be March 1, 1978, 
although applications will be 
accepted until March 31. 

My advice is that all 
cattlemen in the drought 
affected areas of the province 
immediately assess their 
forage requirements and if 
required, initiate movement 
of forage prior to March 1. 
Persons having difficulty 
locating forage should con- 
tact their District Agricultur- 
alist or the Alberta Grain 
Commission Feed and For- 
age Exchange.

For the next three years 
more emphasis will be placed 
on the in-Alberta resident 
traveller, with the introduc- 
tion of an innovative promo- 
tional program, R.W. Dow- 
ling, Alberta's Business De- 
velopment and Tourism Mi- 
nister announced recently. 

At an early morning press 
conference Dowling unveiled 
a $600,000 advertising/pro- 
motional campaign known as 
Stamp Around Alberta holi- 
day passport program de- 
signed to decrease the 
Alberta travel deficit by 
demonstrating to Albertans 
the desire to experience 
activities, events and attrac- 
tions in Alberta. 

By attracting Albertans 
and visitors to all areas of the 
province ‘We anticipate a 
greater dispersion of the 


$765 million industry 
throughout Alberta,’’ says 
Dowling. The ‘‘Stamp 


Around Alberta’’ multi-me- 
dia campaign will begin in 
mid March and run through- 
out the spring, summer and 
fall on all radio, T.V. 

Daily and weekly news- 
papers in the province. As 
well, the program is de- 
signed to be a year round 
program being intended to 
include year round activities 
and events. Key ingredient 
in the campaign is a holiday 
passport which will be de- 
livered to every house in 
Alberta in the spring.

The minister said the res- 
idents could take the pass- 
port to certain locations 
within Alberta's 14 travel 
zones and as an incentive 
would receive awards for 
visiting a number of travel 
destinations. Persons who 
travel to six zones will 
receive a simulated bronze 
-minted coin while those who 
travel to 10 and 14 zones re- 
spectively will receive simu- 
lated silver and gold medals 
from travel Alberta. The 
minister said each resident 
will have a period of three 
years in order to accumulate 
the set of three. Adminis- 
trators of the program at 
travel Alberta will be re- 
sponsible for checking pass- 


ports and distributing the 
coins. 

The primary objective is to 
get Albertans into areas of 
the province which they’ve 
never visited. ‘‘We. are 
looking for a flow of tourism 
traffic never experienced 
before,’’ said-Dowling. 

Dowling pointed out that 
Alberta's growing travel 
deficit is causing real con- 
cern. In 1971 Alberta had a 
surplus of $3 million on the 
balance of payments on its 
travel account. In 1977, he 
said, ‘‘Alberta’s travel de- 
ficit could go as high as $135 
million.’ 

The seriousness of this 
deficit situation led Dowling 
and his department to de- 
velop the stamp around 
Alberta program.

Modes & style of the roaring 20’s

During the years of the Gay 
20's, ladies truly looked (and 
behaved) very feminine. Stoc- 
kings were rolled to just below 
the knee, especially by the 
“flappers”’ of the time. 

Most women wore “round 
garters,” or elastic made for 
around the leg, which held the 
stockings up. 

There was no such thing as 
nylon, It hadn't been invented 
yet. So, one purchased cotton, 
lysle (which was a mixture of 
cotton and rayon), rayon and 
the “sheerest” to be had in 
those days were chiffon or silk. 

Of course there was a 
choice in silk stockings. 
They were “terribly expen- 
sive.” 

About $2 or more a pair. 
Depending on quality and 
you could have any color (to 
match a special outfit). 

Hair was shingled, at the 
back if a gal decided to be

daring. And the “marcelle” 
was “in.” Really high ridged 
waves, made by a_ wide 
deeply corrogated metal iron. 
Curls and ringlets were made 
by a round curling iron, 
heated over the coals or in 
the kerosene lamp chimney. 
You had more black soot in 
a lamp chimney -- so it 4s 
wiser to use the sto’ or 
heater. Rags were alsu used 
for overnight curling. The 
result the next day was a 
tug-of-war, with the largest 
family comb, 

Shoes, had slender high 
heels and had (just exactly) 
the same T straps or across 
the foot strap, as are in the 
shops now. 

Pretty beaded crepe or 
chiffon dresses in short 
lengths were daring and 
carefree. But most of the 
ladies had a long gown for 
evening wear. Organdy trim- 
med print for home. 


I can remember the ladies 
“experimented” with a bit of 
powder, rouge and lipstick. 

Only “‘flappers’’ dared to 
really rouge the cheeks. The 
rest used to pinch their 
cheeks a bit or use a bit of 
red, from the dye of red 
crepe paper dampened, or 
high bush cranberry juice. 

Life was gay and exciting 
for the most part in those 
times. And yet women did 
not have it easy. There were 
no “quick mix" foods, no 
wash and wear clothes, no 
plastics and no electricity, 
gas or ruaning water. No 
TV's or TV dinners. 

And, no one used a can 
opener, unless it was for 
opening canned tomatoes for 
some recipe or so, 

Recipes were exchanged, 
new patterns for embroidery 
were tried and the fun of 
doing finger-waves with that 
“new” stuff “hair setting 


lotion’’ for each other. 
Even with all the hard 
work of washing on a scrub- 
board, hanging out the wash 
and stacks of ironing (to be 
done with irons, heated on a 
stove), ladies found time to 
enjoy “slipping,”’ over to see 
what someone’s new mail— 
order dress or hat was like. 
People shared and cared 
and were never envious or 
Snappish, They had _ better 
manners and were “above,” 
such “ignorance.” No one 
looked “down,” on anyone 
they just accepted things as 
they came, working hard, 
having to make do. Money 
was scarce and hard earned. 
Perhaps this “having to 
make do,” was the reason 
the modes and styles of the 
1920's was a very exciting 
time. And ladies “were” 
ladies in every way possible. 
(Very nice ones too),
